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On August 29, 2011, at approximately 2030 hrs, Deputy M esponded 
code 3 to a “stolen vehicle just occurred” call in Lawndale. As he approached 


152% Street on northbound Inglewood Avenue, he saw a Black Chevy Tahoe 
that matched the description of the vehicle described in the call.

He then ran down the east 
embankment of the freeway. 


Deputy xited his patrol vehicle and saw Deputy Salvador Romero stop 
behind him and exit his patrol vehicle. Deput pointed at Suspect Palacio 
and told Deputy Romero the suspect was running down the embankment. Both 
deputies chased the suspect and Deputy dvised they were in foot pursuit. 
Deputy Paz, Deputy Romero's partner, exited the vehicle and ran northbound 
along the freeway and down onto Marine Avenue. Deputy Paz thought the 
suspect was going to jump over the fence, so he went to contain the area. 
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When Deputi -ached the bottom of the embankment, Suspect Palacio 
was attempting to climb over a chain link -barbed wire fence. Deputy 

ordered Suspect Palacio to get down off the fence. The suspect did not comply. 
Depu olstered his gun and pulled the suspect off the chain link 

fence. Deput hen ordered the suspect , who landed on his feet, to put his 


hands behind his back. Instead, the suspect put his hands on the back of his 
head and dropped down to both of his knees. 


As Deputyfiiihandcuffed the suspect, the _ a: himself up to a 


standing position, pushed his back against Depu hest, and pulled his 
arm out of Deputy S 2s- Deputylliettempted to regain control of 
Suspect Palacios’ left hand while still holding his right cuffed hand. Suspect 
Palacio attempted to hit Deputy, sing his left elbow. 


Deputy Aushe the suspect against the chain link fence and ordered him 
several times to get on the ground and stop fighting. The suspect did not 
comply. Depu cK the suspect four times on the left side of his face 
using his left fist in order to gain compliance. The suspect continued to fight, 
kicking Deputy his right thigh. Deputy| icked the suspect on his 
inner thigh in an attempt to stop Suspect Palacios from kicking. 


Within a few seconds, Deputy Romero reached the location of where Deputy 
B i Suspect Palacios were fighting. He struck the suspect three times on 
the right side of his face with his right fist and ordered him to stop fighting. The 
suspect continued to flail his arms and kept attempting to kick Deputy 

Deputy Romero then struck the suspect twice on the left side of his face 
with his left fist. The deputies were able to gain control of Suspect Palacios’ arms 
and handcuff him without further incident. 


DeputyiM rived to assist and placed his hobble restraint around Suspect 
Palacios’ ankles to prevent any further assault on deputies and to prevent him 
from kicking out the windows of the patrol vehicle. 


Suspect Palacios was transported to Centinela Hospital Medical Center by 
Deputy Lim 4 It was determined that Suspect Palacios sustained a 
hairline fracture of his Maxilla bone (upper jaw). He was treated and given an 
“Okay” to book. He was released from Centinela Hospital Medical Center on 
08/20/10 and transported to South Los Angeles Station. 


On May 26, 2011 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards 
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Concerning: 


MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, 
the Committee determined that the force used by Deputi e Sh n c 
Savador Romero was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with 
Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that 


the tactics employed by both deputies in this incident were within Department

Suspect Palacio sustained a Hairline fracture to the maxilla bone and nasal bone after he 
was taken down to the ground and punched approximately four times on each side of his 
face. Suspect Palacio was treated and given an “Okay” to book. He was released from 
Centinela Hospital Medical Center by Stephanie Hatton PA-C on 08/20/10 and transported 
to South Los Angeles Station. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 
The suspect vehicle was located and identified as the vehicle that was described in the 
stolen vehicle call. The vehicle was recovered by Deputy Jones 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


IAB Investigators inspected and photographed the scene of the incident, reviewed radio 
transmissions, and conducted interviews of the involved deputies. Because of the remote 
area where the incident occurred, no witnesses were able to be located. 


Radio transmissions revealed the following: Deputy B Uniti and Deputy Veliz, 
Unit 35, were authorized to roll “code 3" (Emergency Lights and Sirens) to the 503 JO 
(stolen vehicle-just occurred) call. 


Deputy ocated the suspect vehicle and communicated emergency radio traffic (10- 
33) that he was “code 9" (surveillance mode) behind the suspect vehicle. When Deputy 
BRM ervunicated via radio that the suspect was running down the Freeway 
embankment, Deputy Romero communicated via radio that he was “97" (had arrived) at 
the scene. Deput fpommunested via radio that they were in foot pursuit, and Aero 
advised that deputies were running on the westside of the Freeway, down the 
embankment.

WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 

During their altercation with Suspect Palacio, Depu tie Sn Romero used personal 
weapons. Deputy B scd his hand and foot, and Deputy Romero used his hands. 
Both deputies were concerned about pepper spray contaminating the immediate area in 
which the struggle occurred, making them susceptible. Therefore, they chose not to deploy 
pepper spray. Each deputy said the incident occurred so quick that they did not have the 
time to get the tazers, which were in their patrol vehicles. 


WEAPONS USED BY THE SUSPECTS

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during dusk hours. The weather condition was clear and warm. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Deputy aid he received a stolen vehicle call and responded “code 3" to the call. He 
said that as he was driving down Prairie Avenue, he saw a vehicle that matched the 
description of the suspect vehicle. He said he turned his lights and sirens off, made a U- 
turn, and initiated a “code 9" behind the vehicle. He said he was behind the suspect 
vehicle as the driver of the suspect vehicle drove it on to the N/B 405 Freeway at the 
Inglewood Avenue on ramp.

Deputy aid he 
holstered his weapon and pulled the suspect down off the fence. He said the suspect 
landed on the ground in a standing position, facing the fence. He said he told the suspect 
to put his hands behind his back. Deputy iik aid instead of doing what he was told, the 
suspect knelt on his knees and put his hands behind his head. 


Deputy aid he handcuffed the suspect's right hand, and at that point, the suspect 
pushed himself back against his r body and n his feet. He said the suspect 
pulled his left hand away from his grasp. Deputy said he attempted to grab the 
suspect's left hand while he was still holding on to the suspect's handcuffed right hand. 
Deputy aid the suspect attempted to elbow him using his left elbow. He said he 
pushed the suspect against the chain linked fence as the suspect was attempting to free 
himself from his grasp.

Deputy aic he ordered the suspect numerous times to get on the ground and stop 
fighting. He said the suspect did not comply. Deputyfaid, fearing the suspect would 
attempt to strike him again, he struck Suspect Palacios four times on the left side of his 
face, using his left fist. He said Deputy Romero was positioned to the left of him and 
Deputy Romero punched the suspect twice, in the right side of his face using his right fist. 


He said he grabbed Suspect Palacios by the arms, bent him at the waste and forced him 
to the ground. Deptt Sic that as he forced Suspect Palacios to the ground, the 
suspect kicked his right foot back at him and struck him on his right thigh, above his knee. 
He said he again ordered the suspect to stop fighting. He said the suspect attempted to 
kick him again, using the same foot, but failed to do so. Deputy{baid he kicked the 
suspect using his right foot, inside the suspect's inner right leg in order to stop him from 
kicking backwards, trying to assault him. Deputy ills ic that with the assistance of 
Deputy Romero, they were able to handcuff Suspect Palacios and take him into custody. 
Deputy[—baid they then escorted the suspect up the embankment and into his patrol 
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car without further incident. 


ROMERO, Salvador 


Deputy Romero said he and his partner responded to the 405 Freeway, a quarter mile 
north of the Inglewood on ramp to assist unit 3571, Deputy who was code 9 behind 
astolen vehicle. Deputy Romero said as they drove on the 405 Freeway, they saw Deputy 

atrol vehicle stopped in the emergency access lane, directly behind the stolen 
vehicle. He said that as he exited his vehicle, he saw Deputy ook directly back at 
him and point down the embankment 


Deputy Romero said he looked in the direction that Deputy vas pointing, and saw 
the suspect running eastbound, down the bushy embankment. Deputy Romero said the 
embankment was steep and when Deputy communicated with him, he was 
approximately 20'-25' away from him. He said Deput' initiated a foot pursuit. Deputy 
Romero said he followed Deputy n the suspect down the embankment. He said 


his partner, Deputy Paz, exited the vehicle and ran northbound along the freeway and 
down onto Marine Avenue in order to capture the suspect if he jumped the fence. 


Deputy Romero said he saw Suspect Palacios attempt to climb over a property fence. He 
said he heard Deputyiiiiiiihrder him to get down off the fence. He said Suspect Palacios 
did not comply, and continued to climb the fence. He said he saw Deputy] olster his 

un, and pull Suspect Palacios off the fence. He said he does not remember if Deputy 
oc the suspect to put his hands on top of his head, but he knows that the suspect's 
hands were either on the top of his head or maybe on the back of his head. He said 
Deputy andcuffed the suspect's right hand. He said the suspect flailed with his 
arms and started struggling with Deputy| 


Deputy Romero said the suspect looked back at Deputy le see where his face was 
and then with his left elbow, threw an elbow strike at him. He said Deputy moved 
out of the way and grabbed the suspect, and they were struggling up against the fence. 
Deputy Romero said Deputy {hit the suspect four times and then bent him over and 
started taking him down. He said they separated a little and it looked like the suspect was 
falling, but he reached back and kicked Deputy vith his right foot. 


Deputy Romero said he made it over to where oop TÉ Suspect Palacios were 
and noticed that the suspect was still trying to kick Deput Deputy Romero said the 
suspect was trying to push himself up off the ground, and then as he was up, he was able 
to get leverage between, to keep kicking and thrashing. Deputy Romero said he struck 
Suspect Palacios two times on the right side of his face with his right hand. He said the 
suspect continued to struggle and they kept telling him to stop fighting, but he would not 
stop fighting. He said the suspect kept kicking and tried to pry himself up. Deputy Romero 
said he struck the suspect on the left side of his face with his left hand approximately two 
times, and they were finally able to gain control and handcuffed the suspect. Deputy 
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Romero said that he and Deputy A scvrtea Suspect Palacio up the embankment as 
he walked reluctantly, with no further neient. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 


Suspect Palacio refused to talk with Internal Affairs Investigators regarding the incident. 
He also told Field Sergeant Mike Strickland on video-tape that he did not want to talk to 
anyone without his attorney present.
